Bethel Man Loses 
Life in Saturday Fire 


Connet’s Garage on Mechanic 
Street was gutted by fire last Sat- 
urday night,:4arold Conner lost his 
life in the blaze. According to State 
Fire Inspector Ron-Evans of North

For the past several years, al- 
most since the inception of S, A.- 
D. #44, School Boards and Super- 
intendents have debated the need 
for more buildings, Tonight 
(Thursday), at a meeting of the 
Buildings and ‘Grounds Committee, 
the debate will begin anew. 


The need to investigate building 
alternatives is based primarily on 
energy costs, In the past four 
years, the schoo] district has work- 
ed hard to conserve’ energy. In 
the fall of 1976, S, A. D, #44 
was selected, as one of the state 
demonstration energy conservation 
projects by the State Office of En- 
ergy Resources. At that time, 
Mooney Engineering from Cum- 
berland Center performed an en- 
ergy audit on Telstar, the Ethel 
Bisbee School, and Woodstock 
School. The Board of Directors 
received a comprehensive report 
of these audits in January 1977. 
In the report, the engineers out- 
lined several no cost, low cost, 
and major cost projects the Dis- 
trict could undertake to make 
the three audited buildings more 
energy efficient. The District, at 
virtually no cost to the taxpayers, 
implemented nearly all of the no 
cost and low cost recommendations 
made by Mooney, and completed 
two of the major cost items. These 
projects were completed using en- 
ergy funds from the State. Fur- 
thermore, the Board subsequently 
had two other audits conducted, 
at Telstar and Crescent Park, and 
completed the low cost projects 
recommended in those audits. Am- 
ong the low cost projects under- 
taken were repairing an opening 
over the gym wall; weather-strip- 
ping doors; relocating and recali- 
brating thermostats; and install- 
ing time clocks to monitor the 
ventilation system. The no cost 
projects langely involved the dis- 
trict personnel consciously making 
an effort to follow energy savings 
practices like closing entry doors, 
closing the curtains or window- 
shades at the end of the day, 
turning off unnecessary lights, 
and keeping radiators uncovered. 

Despite the District's efforts to 
reduce enengy consumption, it is 
evident that we are reaching a 
limit ito the savings that can be

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WELL INVESTIGATED 

AS POSSIBLE 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL PROJECT 

. Nhe well in the courtyard of the 
Moses Mason Museum was investi- 
gated as a possible archaeological 
site last week by Alvin Barth, Jr., 
instructor of archaeology at Gould 
Academy. Barth arranged with 
Museum Director Stanley Howe-and 
Brooks Brothers to pump the 15 


foot well of its approximately © 


three feet of water. Barth then 
checked the rock work surround- 
ing the well as he descended by 
ladder to the bottom, The results 
of this inquiry were disappointing 
since there was at the bottom only 
a foundation stone, a few leaves, 
a little silt and a few pieces of 
wood. This discovery ended any 
hope that this might prove a worth- 
while student project in historical 
archaeology, 

Wells can however, be good re- 
positories of artifacts, particular- 
ly if for any reason they were 
filled in. Often the artifacts found 
here are in extremely good condi- 
tion, In the case of the Moses 
Mason well, it apparently ‘was 
cleaned out regularly until it was 
abandoned when it was covered 
over by a sun porch in the late 
nineteenth century. The well was 
not re-discovered until the resto- 
ration of the Moses Mason Hottse 
in 1972 when a well house was 
built to cover it.
